Every 
useless mouth tbat is now filled at the 
public expense will have to look to other 
sources for its physical pabulum. Es- 
cesdvoly high salaries must be reducod 
to figures within the capacity of the 
J.I country to pay. The country bar 'long 
' been aware that the allowances of two' or 
throe oilicials who had fallen under the 
tlispleasur* of the late Government be- 
cause thojr were too independent to bo 
URcd as |tools have been kept at starva- 
tion rates; and that the salaries of othors 
who always basked in the sunshine of 
■revpffioial favor have been proportionately 
V'high. While the Ministry are intro- 
ducing the general system of retreuch- 
iQcnt of which their act in refusing to 
fill the fourth portfolio until the country 
is better able to bear the expanse is a 
happy augury, we hope that this dis- 
proportion in ofiGicial salaries will be not- 
ed. There are anperiluous officers 
througboutthecountry whoseservicei may 
be dispeased with and whoso duties can 
be performed by Jnsticea of the Feace. 
Tlie salaries of some of these officers ara 
the smallest part of the expense attoud- 
ing their retention on the officiul stalF. 
lient, canoe and horse hire, witnesses, 
jl.nmileage, interpreters, cost of prosecu- 
iiiition, etc., contribute to swell the uxpen 
ses to aiigure astonishing in its vastness 
an^ incomprehensible in its details. It 
is a shameful thing that the gororumout 
of this Province should cost betwoou 
8300,000 and 8400,000 per annum to c»r - 
ry on. "We are governed too much;" 
and we are persuaded/, that; there might 
bo a considerable rednctipoj, effected in 
the cost of carrying on< responsible insti- 
',;^''^^ntionB to the gEMt'ft;dy^nta|e and proilt 
. of the country without ' interfering with 
the successful running of the machinery. 
Now, as reUtesto public works unless the 
embargo can be raised from our 
aoDlial subsidy the improvements 
effected during the coming sea- 
j, 8pn.,muBt be of a very desultory and 
:: inexpensive character. If financial mat- 
ters are to remain as now, the most that 
Clin be hoped for is the completion of ex- 
isting contracts already underweigh, and 
the payment of every just cl*im nguinst 
the treasury by workingmen who in their 
intercourse with the late head of the 
Lands and Works Depart3ient have boeu 
treated more likadoga ttian menl— insult- 
ed, browbeaten, and all but sput upon 
when thoy applied fo* what was justly 
their due. To effect this desirable ob- 
jcct.to pay off the workingmen — for with 
tlio prosperity of the people a Govern- 
ment can alone thrive — it will bo neces- 
. sary for the Liberal Qovornmont to bond 
— th-fflr 'eiierglea._- With" the- subsidies at 
their disposal iataot, a verj favorable ar- 
rangement for procuring a sufficient sum 
of money at the legal rate of interest 
might bo made in London, The nego- 
tiations with the Ottawa Government 
will necessarily bo of a very delicate na- 
ture, and any settlement of our financial 
^^difBoultiea In that quarter must be con- 
ductod upon a basis that will not preju- 
dice tho claim the country has for rail- 
way construction.

Britisli Colnmbia mnd the 
Vauoonvex* Railway. 

The files of British Columbia papers 
that have reached us show a very wide 
divergence of sentiment in that Pro- 
vince on the subject of the recent pro- 
posals of the Dominion Goyernmeut. 
The organ of the Local Ministry de- 
nounces the proposition as tantamount 
to the abandonment of tbe whole Pa- 
cific Railway scheme, and a gross 
breach of faith on the part of the Can- 
adian Cabinet. The Opposition organ 
in Victoria, while regarding the pro- 
posal ns inadequate, repels tbo rather 
violent attacks of its local contempora- 
ry. Some of the mainland papers, on 
the other hand, adyise .tli^e'^tasit^ptanco 
of the terms as on the whole favorable 
and just to the Province. There has 
been evidently misconception in Brit- 
ish Columbia, us there has boon hero, 
as to tbe purport of tho oiler compris- 
ed in the Ottasva Minute of . Council. 
The^tpndecef :f '759;000.;^i8jjas 'oompo n- 
sation'fdr'the' omission fr6m» th% new 
ariangement, agreed to uuder the nus 
pices of Lord Catnarvon, of that por- 
tion which obliged Canada to build 
the load from Esquiinalt to Nanaimo, 
some sixty-live miles in length. That 
road yf&a no part of the orig^nal^aci- 
fio Railway scheme. The Government 
of Canada was perfectly at liberty to 
fix the terminus at tho head of Bute 
Inlet, ut Burrard Inlet,or at any more 
northerly point within the boundaries 
of the Province, if the public interest 
made such a stop desirable. 

For what reaaoo the late Govern- 
ment of Canada, while the Burvoys 
wore yet inpomplfcte, while no one 
could tell at what point upou tho coast 

a mnute of Oouncil ^xing tli^e tei'i^iu- 
us- at Esqiliiaalt it is hard to tell. They 
were in a very "tight place" at tbe 
time, and it is quite possible that their 
motive for tliis proceeding was as 
reckless and indefonsiblo as were the 
original terms themselves. . !^at that 
minute had no weight or force in it- 
self. The Government had, by their 
Act, arbitrary power to fix the lino of 
route, or to say where tho terminus 
should be located, and they had, of 
course, power to niter or revoke as 
w^U as to order, Tbe Minute in Coun- 
cil fixing upon Esquimau could bo no 
port of a bargain, for when it was 
made there was no question nt issue 
between the Froviaoe and .the Doinin 



Aion:- As a matter of fact, then, : that 

Minute was mere waste.paper. ^ When 
the new Government cama into power 
in Npveinb.er, 1873, they found the 
wIloLo programnje of their predecess- 
ors fairly torn to pieces.^-^ And it was 
not in any sense av a 'personal or par- 
ty obligation that a modification of the 
terms was assented to at all. Had 
Mr. Mackenzie refused to give more 
thail the''yaille;,';^^ty:ance that the 
main line should lie built aa soon as 
tho surveys were completed.and built, 
too, ns rapidly as the resources of OaV 
hada would permit, his position woiild 
have been perfectly impregnable. If 
there had been any repudiation it was 
Pftt thin ;ft<jt I if there ; bad been disap- 
pointment or breach of understanding 
he could have pointed to: his speeches 
and . motions to show it was none of 
bis doing. The failure was a failure 
to accoqipliah an impossibility, and 
the offence of pledging the country to 
do what tvas foreseen by everybody to 
be ah impossibility was to be laid on 
tho heads of the def unct,not the living 
Administration, j, .,- , 

Mr. Mackenzie, however, had a 
higher censo of tho obligations resting 
upon him as First Minister of Canada. 
The resul^,wa3.seeh in., the new en- 
gagement entered into -willi the British 
C'olumbiaiis. That engigemout fixed 
a date for the completion of the road, 
udiodted the: amount- to be spent 
ah^ifa'^ljr kt .m ^rlf^iiiW^ii:! ><vv&rka of 
constructibu , and ' other . details. It 
also embraced an ngi'oemont to build 
the railroad from Esquimalt to Nan- 
aimo. - From this list one — the last — 
hits been eliminated by the action of 
tho Senate. Any. undertaking need- 
ing legislative- -action "made by the 
Government was, of course, subject to 
the assent of both Houses. In the 
Opinmons the Government could have 
made it, if necessary, a direct question 
of confidence, .staked their existence 
upon it, and forced it through, or re- 
signed if they failed. But in the Se- 
nate the Government are perfectly 
well known to b ; in a minority, -f pa'- j 
lines are strictly drawn, while the 
constitution aud purposes of the Se- 
nate demand that it!6h1iiul|SJi^Il&E(;, :aB 
far as possiblo, to Itiike independent 
action. Besides, the Government 
could not possibly foresee that while 
in tbe House of Commons tbe mem- 
bers of tbe late Government, in view 
o| the previous collective action of 
their daliinet, Wj^retd^nsfcreaned "to Vbie; 
for the Bill, th'elf 'former colleagues in 
the Upper House would, with the 
same obligations, vote against it. It 
is absurd, therefore, to imputa any 
lack of earnestness or good faith to 
Mr. Mackenzie because the Island 
Bail way was eliminated^bj means -< be- 
yond his control from-^ the'-'jgien.eral 
agreement. 

The new offer to substitute a money 
payment of $750,000 in lieu of tbe 
railroad; the money to be applied 
either to subsidize the line or to pro- 
nid6't6l3ierpfabUo*''«f brks-^-or improve- 
ments. There is nb' mistake as to this 
being tho solo intention of the recent 
Minute of Council. S^jeakiug at Sar- 
nia after that Minute had been drawn 
up, but beforo its publication, Mr. 
Mackenzie said: — "It (the Esquimalt- 
Nanaimo Bailway Bill) was defeated at 
all events; and that imposes on the 
Government now tbe duty of consider- 
ing what can be done in connection 
with 'this particular part' of Lord Car- 
n irvon's recommendation in order to 
satisfy tbe people of that Province, 
and 1 hope we shall be able to make 
such a proposition to tliem as -will 
command the 8U])port of the reasou- 
ablo men in that Province, and secure 
a aettleinonl of this matter which will 
be permanent."

It is equiva- 
lent to the payment of a subsidy of 
over $10,000 a mile for the railroad if 
tbe B itish Columbians choose to build 
it. People are quite at liberty, of 
course, to say whether it be iu their 
opinion too much or too little, but it 
is at all events a very handsome bonus 
in cash down as an equivalent for a 
road the Government of Canada were 
not compelled at all and only agreed 
to'B5il3 fftf a'set off for the delays and 
disappointments to \Ybicb the British 
Columbians had been subjected. But 
if there is an outcry against the offer, 
it is probably^ owing mor-e. uthan;, any- 
thing to sectional considerations. If 
the railroad were built by tho Domin- 
ion Government every dollar of tho 
outlay it involved would be spent in 
one liiiiiteil portion of Vancouver Is- 
land. Other parts of tho island or tho 
population of the mainland would get 
nothing directly from this expenditure. 
Yet they must bo assumed to have suf- 
fered just as much as tho islanders 
from tho delay in putting tbo main 
line unrlor contract. If the $750,000 
bo paul, it will go into the public trea- 
sury and alLpar^S-ftf.tbeProyinco may 
clain/t%3?P^I?8^^^,n'he point 
with which tho Dominion simply has 
to do is this; An agroement was made, 
no mat er how, why, or Avhen, by the 
Dominion Government, and assented 
to by the Local Government, to per- 
form certain things therein Bet forth. 
One item, it is found, cannot be per- 
formed, and tbo Dominion Govern- 
ment olVorn $750,000 as a substitute 
for performance. Whatever may be 
the locul'6auseB oC'disagreement there 
need be none between tho Province 
and the Dominion. It may be posriiblo 
even to haggle ovo;.' terms without get- 
ting out of temper, and tho question 
will be more easily settled by tho re 
spective parties behaving like those 
wbpjiesire to act, and assuming each 
other to .be acting in fairness and good
